The County population was 
estimated to be 6,743,220, a 
gain of 86.225 since the first 
of the year. 

Dwelling now within the 
corporate limits of Sierra 
Madre are estimated by the 
county as 4,161, an increase 
of .548 since April, 1960.

“We do not advocate a 
conquest by the United I 
States of the peopies of the € 
Communist Bloc. Rather, we c 
aim at a true reconciliation c 
and peace between free 1 
peoples.” ^ 

The study said that the ( 
present U.S. policies of con- '' 
tainment and accommoda- i 
tion leading to “conver- i 
gence” of the democratic i 
and Communist systems i 
“immeasurably increase the i 
danger of precipitating nu¬ 
clear war.” 

It said that these poli¬ 
cies “totally ignore the em- 
prical fact that every act 
of moderation or compro¬ 
mise, every retreat or con¬ 
cession on our part, has led 
not to reciprocity on the 
part of the Communists, but 
to new pressure; not to a 
relaxation of tension, but to 
a new crisis; not toward 
peace, but toward war.” 

“Quidelines for Cold War 
Victory” calls for a “viable 
U.S. foreign policy” aimed 
concurently at: (1) halting 
further Communist expan¬ 
sion; (2) promoting the na¬ 
tional independence or at 
least the neutrality of the 
Communist satellite states; 
(3) working toward the es¬ 
tablishment of governments 
(new or transformed) m 
Russia and Red China which 
will confine their foreign 
policy to the legitimate, pa¬ 
triotic, national interests of 
their peoples, showing equal 
respect for the patriotic, ria- 
tional interests of all their 
neighbors. 

“If these aims were to be 
accomplished,” said Mr. Gal¬ 
vin, “we would interpret 
their realization as victory 
in the Cold War.” 

To achieve these goals, 
“Guidelines” makes such 
recommendations as; 

1. Affirmative action on 
Cuba.

“Guidelines" points out 
that the late President John 
F. Kennedy set forth a basic 
goal for America in 1962 
when he said that the U.S. 
seeks “a peaceful world 
community of free and inde¬ 
pendent states —free to 
choose their own future and 
their own system, so long as 
it does not threaten the 
freedom of others.” 

The National Strategy 
Committee finds this na¬ 
tional goal “utterly irrecon¬ 
cilable” with the Commu¬ 
nist goal of total victory 
all non-Communist societies 
and institutions. 

“Against the Communist 
strategy of aggression,” the 
study said, “there can and 
must be a strategy not 
merely to deter aggression 
but to transform aggressors 
into peaceful governments. 
In place of the present poll- 
cits which encourage the 
Communists in their drive 
for world rule, the United 
States must develop a strat¬ 
egy of victory which will 
provide real inducements to 
the Communists to call off 
the Cold War. 
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Our national power should 
be applied peacefully and 
effectively by utilizing the 
centuries-old principle of 
declaration of contraband. _ 
It is recommended that the 
President apply this prin- 
ciple by declaring the entire 
Western Hemisphere to be ^ 
a peace zone, with all Com- 
munist war material, in¬ 
cluding fuel, declared to be 
contraband. A quarantine 
should be instituted to keep 
more contraband from being 
moved into or between the 
countries of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Simultaneously, a free Cu¬ 
ban Government should be 
established to serve as the c’ 
agent of control for the sec¬ 
ond stage in the liberation 
of Cuba — a massive care¬ 
fully planned, logistically 
supported (by the U.S.) 1- 

guerrilla warfare campaign 
against Castro — a genuine 
“war of national liberation.” ^ 
2. A new strategy for 
Southeast Asia. ^ 

It must be made clear to j 
the Asian Communists that - 
the U.S. will not allow them ( 
to limit so-called “wars of j 
liberation” to our side of < 
the line. We must be will- j 
ing, and give concrete evi- , 
’ dence of our willingness, to 
extend our own war of lib- 
^ eration into the enemy - 
^ casnp. 

' The cheapest and qulck- 
J est way to win the war in 
‘ South Vietnam is to begin 

■ with one or more of the 
'' privileged sanctuaries like 

North Vietnam and Com- 
' munist-held parts of Laos. 

■ If these countries were cut 
off as a base of supply and 

^ sanctuary for the Viet Cong, 
both the military situation 
" and the all-important psy- 
^ chological atmosphere in 
South Vietnam would be 
^ transformed. 

3. Mount a comprehensive 
psychological offensive 

I against world Communism. 
We have no offensive psy¬ 
chological action policy to 
match that of the Commu¬ 
nists. They war against us 
continuously; we do not war 
against them. A psycholog¬ 
ical offensive offers us the 
best chance to win the Cold 
War wihtout nuclear con¬ 
flict. 

Those who live under the 
miseries o f Communism, 
who know it first hand, are 
the most fertile target lor 
psychological warfare. A 
massive effort directed at 
these people is the best way 
to bring maximum internal 
pressure on the Communist 
regimes. 

This effort should employ 
a full-scale ideological of¬ 
fensive to open the closed 
Soviet society, a program to 
place major stress on Soviet 
imperio - colonialism, and a 
special program to rally 
democratic forces in East¬ 
ern Europe into an effective 
opposition against their So¬ 
viet rulers. The latter pro¬ 
gram should not, however, 
incite these people to out¬ 
right revolt unless and until 
there is solid basis to be¬ 
lieve that such revolts would 
succeed. 

Mr. Glavin stressed that 
“the Individuals, organiza¬ 
tions and institutions who 
officially cooperated in this 
study do not necessarily 
agree with all specific rec¬ 
ommendations.” He empha¬ 
sized that the recommen¬ 
dations were the sole re¬ 
sponsibility of the National 
Strategy Committee. How¬ 
ever, he said that ‘ the cen¬ 
tral thrust of this study 
fairly represents the con¬ 
sensus viewpoint of these 
” participants.
